Landslide  Returns  LBJ 

WASHINGTON,  (AP) — It’s  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  by  a 
landslide.  He  won  the  Presidency  in  his  own  right  last  night 
as  he  swept  even  Republican  strongholds  and  buried  Sen. 
Barry  Goldv/ater  under  an  avalanche  of  Democratic  votes. 

The  popular  vote  showed  Johnson  with  34,215,374,  Gold- 
water  21,234,752.  Johnson  was  winning  by  nearly  62  percent. 

With  270  electoral  votes  neded  to  win,  Johnson  had  460 
to  Goldwater’s  47  and  a  thumping  90  percentage  margin, 
with  29  electoral  votes  still  in  doubt. 

IN  STATES  STILL  in  doubt,  Johnson  led  in  5  with  26 
electoral  votes.  Goldwater  was  ahead  in  his  native  Arizona, 
which  has  five  electoral  votes. 

Goldwater,  a  hard  fighter,  turned  out  to  be  a  hard  loser. 
He  refused  to  concede  defeat,  and  his  press  secretary,  Paul 
F.  Wagner,  said  there  would  be  no  statement  until  10  a.m. 
(MST)  Wednesday. 

“He  wants  to  analyze  the  vote,”  Wagner  said. 

Johnson  wanted  a  landslide  vote  and  it  was  just  that 
for  him  and  his  Vice  Presidential  running  mate,  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey. 

iT  WAS  NEW  YORK  STATE,  with  its  biggest-in-the- 
nation  stack  of  43  electoral  votes,  that  clinched  the  election 
for  the  man  who  was  born  on  a  Texas  tenant  farm  and  who 
once  a  Southerner  never  in  his  lifetime  would  be  voted  into 
the  White  House.  New  York  also  threw  out  Republican  Ken¬ 
neth  B.  Keating  and  sent  Robert  F.  Kennedy,  brother  of  the 
late  President,  to  the  Senate  to  replace  him. 

At  the  moment  of  national  decision,  the  DemQcrats  once 
again  had  clinched  control  of  the  Senate  and  were  rolling 
along  toward  keeping  control  of  the  House. 

In  his  own  race,  Johnson  ran  like  a  champion — out  front 
all  the  way.

SALT  LAKE  CITY,  (AP)  —  President  Johnson  swept 
to  victory  in  Utah  Tuesday  and  carried  Democrats  into  office 
in  virtually  all  other  levels  in  the  state. 

Democrats  won  a  U.  S.  Senate  seat,  one  of  two  Con¬ 
gressional  seats,  the  office  of  Governor  and  nearly  all  other 
major  state  offices. 

Johnson  became  the  first  Democratic  candidate  for 
President  to  win  Utah’s  four  electoral  votes  since  Harry  S. 
Truman  in  1948. 

THE  ONLY  REPUBLICAN  to  buck  the  Democratic 
trend  for  major  offices  was  Laurence  J.  Burton,  who  won 
election  to  a  second  term  in  Congress  from  Utah’s  first  dis¬ 
trict. 

Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah,  won  election  to  a  second 
six-year  term  over  Republican  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  to  climax 
the  state’s  most  bitter  election  race.  It  was  generally  re¬ 
garded  as  a  struggle  between  Moss’  liberalism  and  Wilkin¬ 
son’s  conservatism. 

DEMOCRAT  David  S.  King  won  election  as  Congress¬ 
man  from  Utah’s  second  district.  He  previously  held  the  seat 
from  1958-1962,  but  stepped  down  to  run  unsuccesfully  for 
the  Senate  in  1962. 

Calvin  L.  Rampton’s  victory  over  Republican  Mitchell 
Melich  for  Governor  ended  16  years  of  Republican  rule  in 
the  state’s  highest  office.

WILSON  THEN  went  on  with 
his  ke^ote  speech  on  his  govern¬ 
ment  plans  which  are  to  include 
action  to  outlaw  racial  discrimin¬ 
ation  and  promote  the  integra¬ 
tion  of  commonwealth  colored  -im¬ 
migrants  into  British  society. 

Wilson  insisted  his  party  has 
a  mandate  to  carry  out  all  its 
electoral  pledges. 

Despite  his  margin  of  only  5 
votes  in  the  630-member  House 
of  Commons  Wilson’s  catalogue 
of  20  bills  was  featured  by  sever¬ 
al  other  controversial  measures. 
Topping  them  are  laws  attacking 
monopolies  and  mergers,  requir¬ 
ing  big  firm's  to  disclose  the 
money  they  pay  to  political  part¬ 
ies,  curbing  rents  and  real  estate 
prices  and  abolition  of  the  death 
penalty.  The  Conservatives  an¬ 
nounced  they  will  fight  this  pro¬ 
gram. 

QUEEN  ELIZABETH,  acting 
for  the  first  time  in  her  12-year 
reign  as  the  spokesman  of  a 
Socialist  Administration,  gave 
word  of  Labor’s  tradition-break¬ 
ing  plans  in  the  speech  from  the 
throne  written  for  her  by  Wil¬ 
son’s  ministers. 

The  nine-member  Liberal 
Party  in  Parliament,  while  prais¬ 
ing  Labor’s  program  of  social 
reform,  rapped  'Wilson  for  jeo¬ 
pardizing  his  positive  measures 
“by  pushing  ahead  with  his  irrel¬ 
evant  plans  to  renationalize  the 
steel  industry.”

President  Johnson  got  his  ball¬ 
ot  into  the  box  first  Tuesday  as 
the  four  national  candidates, 
back  home  to  do  their  own  vot¬ 
ing,  waited  out  the  count  over  the 
nation. 

JOHNSON  TOOK  seven  min¬ 
utes  for  the,  chore  in  his  Texas 
Hill  country  polling  places  Blanco 
County’s  precinct  4  in  the  brick 
headquarters  of  the  Pedernales 
Electric  Cooperative  in  Johnson 
City. 

He  drove  there  with  Mrs.  John¬ 
son  from  the  LBJ  Ranch  where 
he  had  flown  Monday  night  alter 
his  final  campaign  appearance 
at  Austin,  the  Texas  capital. 

Johnson  planned  to  go  back 
to  Austin  by  helicopter  Tuesday 
tonight  to  h'.ar  the  returns,  then 
go  to  the  city’s  rr.unicipri  audi¬ 
torium  to  make  either  a  victory 
statement  or  a  esneession  of  de- 

'^BOTH  JOHNSONS  said  they 
voted  straight  democratic,  and 
they  let  reporters  see  for  them¬ 
selves,  watching  as  they  marked 
the  ballots. 

Johnson’s  ballot  was  the  third 
in  the  box  and  Mrs.  Johnson’s 
fourth. 

Sen.  Barry  Goldwater  cast  his 
vote  Tuesday  after  waiting  in 
line  lor  an  hour  and  20  minutes 
at  a  polling  place  a  stone’s  throw 
from  his  hilltop  home.

Army  Groups  Revolt 
Rebels  Demand  Pres. 


In  Bolivia; 
Resignation 


LA  PAZ,  BOLIVIA,  (AP)  — 
An  Army  regiment  and  Air 
Force  trainees  revolted  in  La 
Paz,  Tuesday,  military  uprisings 
were  reported  spreading  in  the 
interior  and  rebel  broadcasts 
called,  on  President  Victor  Paz 
Estenssoro  to  resign.  His  turbu¬ 
lent  regime  appeared  threaten¬ 
ed. 

IN  A  broadcast  from  Cocha¬ 
bamba,  350  road  miles  southeast 
of  La  Paz,  Vice  President  Rene 
Barrientos  said  he  too  would 
resign  if  Paz  Estenssoro  would 
quit  and  turn  over  power  to  a 
military  junta.  Barrientos  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  the  leader  of  the 
uprising.  He  broke  with  the 
president  last  month  and  went 
to  Cochabamba. 

Political  quarters  viewed  the 
situation  as  extremely  grave  for 
the  government  of  Paz  Estens¬ 
soro  and  would  not  rule  out  the 
possibility  that  he  would  fall.  In 
a  radio  broadcast,  the  president 
blamed  the  uprisings  on  Com¬ 
munist  plotters  and  ambitious 
army  officers  and  declared  he 
would  not  falter  in  defending  the 


nation  against  them. 

THE  INGA VI  regiment  and  the 
air  force  technical  school  in  La 
Paz,  which  rose  in  rebellion  in 
the  early  morning  hours  but  sur-- 
rendered  after  two  hours,  were 
reported  to  have  rebelled  again. 
National  police  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  militia  were  said  to  be 
moving  to  resist  them. 

Barrientos  declared  the  rebell¬ 
ion  would  triumph  and  denounced 
what  he  called  the  massacre  of 
students  and  rebellious  tin  min¬ 
ers  last  week.  It  was  for  this  rea¬ 
son  that  Cochabamba  is  in  revolt, 
he  said. 

“I  shall  continue  with  my  com¬ 
rades  until  the  very  end,”  Barri¬ 
entos  declared.  “I  am  with  those 
who  have  taken  arms  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  rise  up  in  the  entire 
country.” 

EVEN  IN  LA  PAZ,  there  were 
reports  that  military  groups  were 
organizing  to  support  Barrientos, 
an  Air  Force  General. 

Gen.  Alfredo  Obando  Candia, 
Chief  of  the  Armed  Forces  who 
was  seized  for  a  time  by  the  La 
Paz  rebels;  broadcast  an  appeal 
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to  the  armed  forces  to  preserve 
unity  under  his  command. 

Gen.  Rene  Leyton,  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  and  Jose  Fellman 
Velarde,  the  President’s  private 
secretary,  left  La  Paz  for  Cocha¬ 
bamba  to  meet  with  the  rebels.

signing  autographs  and  passing 
the  time  of  day  with  reporters 
and  townspeople. 

Goldwater  wouldn’t  say  how  he 
voted.  “You’re  violating  the  state 
law  if  you  do,’j  lie  said. 

AFTER  90  SECONDS  in  the 
polling  booth,  flipping  levers  on 
the  machine,  Goldwater  went 
home  to  await  the  outcome  of  his 
race  against  President  Johnson. 

“Well,  it’s  a  horse  race,”  he 
said.  “You  win  it  or  you  lose  it. 
Whatever  the  Lord  wants.  I’ll  live 
with  it.” 

But  as  he  left  for  the  short 
drive  to  his  house,  he  told  re¬ 
porters:  “Right  now,  it’s  going 
my  way.”

Cagers  Moving  Up

The  baseball  season  is  hardly  over,  the  football 
season  has  just  passed  the  midway  point  and  already 
basketball  is  sneaking  into  the  news  columns  ready  to' 
take  over  in  sports  dominance  the  moment  the  final 
gun  sounds  on  the  gridiron. 

The  cage  sport  is  quickly  gaining  dominance  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  West.  A  popular 
sports  magazine  recently  labeled  it  a 
former  “limbo”  of  college  basketball, 
but  it’s  coming  on  like  gangbusters 
now. 

Most  typical  of  the  escalation 
of  the  sport  in  this  area,  and  per¬ 
haps  the  key  to  the  entire  trend  is 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference. 
The  WAC  is  made  up  of  schools 
who  are  traditional  hoop  powers 
and  the  resulting  struggle  for  sup¬ 
remacy  surely  hasn’t  injured  the 
sport  or  dampened  the  fans’  spirit. 

Just  as  an  example,  note  that  New  Mexico,  the 
team  that  really  captured  the  heart  of  the  New 
York  audience  as  they  played  to  a  second  place  fin¬ 
ish  in  the  National  Invitational  Tournament  rates 
a  poor  third  in  the  conference  this  winter.  But 
that’s  the  way  it  goes.  It’s  becoming  harder  and 
harder  for  a  team  to  gain  a  stranglehold  on  the 
number  one  spot,  and  there’s  always  one  ready  to 
take  over. 

Cats  Are  Top  Dogs 

So  which  of  the  WAC  contenders  is  it  that’s  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  wings  on  opening  night  this  year?  Well  the 
conference  beginning  is  still  a  long  way  off,  but  at  this 
stage  of  the  game  it  seems  to  be  the  Cougars  who  are 
getting  the  nod  with  Wyoming  moving  up  from  the 
bottom  to  fill  the  number  two  slot. 

The  Cougars  with  an  inexperienced  team,  were 
coming  on  last  season  when  they  ran  out  of  sched¬ 
ule.  They’d  won  four  of  their  last  five  games  and 
finished  a  very  rough  schedule  above  the  .500  mark 
with  13  wins  and  12  losses. 

Head  Coach  Stan  Watts  isn’t  real  pleased  about  the 
number  one  rating.  “This  is  a  tough  conference,”  he 
said,  “and  everybody’s  out  after  the  top  dog.” 

Depth  The  Big  Key 

There’s  not  much  question  though  that  the  way  the 
picture  stands  now,  they’re  number  one  material  all 
right.  Five  of  the  returning  lettermen  averaged  double 
figure  scores  last  year  and  John  Fairchild  set  a  new 
school  record  for  a  season  total.  The  6-8  center  hit  for 
20.3  points  a  game  last  year  and  averaged  15  rebounds 
per  game. 

Bob  Quinney,  6-5,  averaged  13.6  points ;  guard  Mike 
Gardner  hit  for  12.4;  his  backcourt  partner  Dick  Nem- 
elka  averaged  10.8  and  6-4  Steve  Kramer  was  a  10.2 
point-per-game  scorer. 

And  they’re  backed  up  by  one  of  the  strongest 
benches  in  the  history  of  the  University.  Jeff  Cong- 
don,  court  magician  is  probably  the  top  upper  class- 
man,  but  he’s  not  alone.  There  with  him  are  Jon 
Stanley,  Bill  Ruffner,  and  Paul  Millar. 

And  still  behind  that  is  the  frosh  squad  that 
literally  rewrote  the  record  book  last  season.  Gary 
Hill,  Neil  Roberts  and  Jim  Jimas  each  averaged 
more  than  20  points  per  game  as  frosh  Ken  James 
accounted  for  14.8  and  6-11  Craig  Raymond  added 
13.4  points  per  contest. 

And  with  that  kind  of  lineup  even  though  he  isn’t 
as  happy  with  the  top  rating  as  he  might  be,  we’re 
betting  he’s  really  looking  forward  to  the  starting 
whistle.  And  who  can  blame  him?

Carter  Gets  The  Trim’ 


BYU  beat  Utah  State?' 

NOT  TO  MANY  people  expect¬ 
ed  it,  but  after  watching  the  Cats 
talented  quarterback,  Virgil  Cart¬ 
er,  perform,  it’s  not  to  hard  to 
understand  why  they  came  off 
the  field  with  such  a  resounding 
victory. 

Carter,  the  eighteen-year-old 
star  sophomore  quarterback  of 
the  Mountain  Cats  football  squad, 
virtually  demolished  the  Aggie 
defense. 

WITH  THREE  games  yet  to  be 
played  in  the  ‘64  season.  Carter 
has  already  found  a  place  in  the 
Cougar  record  books.  Carter’s 
three  TD  passes  in  the  win  over 
Utah  State  last  Saturday  tied  a 
school  record  set  by  Carroll 
Johnston  in  1956. 

In  addition.  Carter  is  currently 
closing  in  on  three  passing  marks 
now  in  the  books;  most  yards 
passing,  most  touchdown  passes, 
and  most  passes  attempted. 

CARTER  IS  ONLY  113  yards 
behind  the  school  passing  record 
(982  yards)  held  by  Rex  Olsen 
(1947).  He  is  just  one  TD  off  the 
“most  touchdown  passes”  record 
set  by  Carroll  Johnston  in  1956, 
and  he  needs  only  27  more  at¬ 
tempts  to  surpass  the  record 
number  of  throws  by  Johnston 
(1956.) 

During  the  course  of  the  after¬ 
noon  he  completed  12  passes  for 
161  yards  and  three  touchdowns. 
He  not  only  stood  out  as  the  lead¬ 
ing  passer  on  the  field,  but  he 
led  all  rushers  with  113  yards  in 
13  carries,  and  one  touchdown. 

HIS  TOTAL  OF  274  yards  total 
offense  gained  in  the  days  work 
raised  his  season  total  to  1127 
yards  in  7  games.
